OTTAWA — The grand design of writing a new 
constitution to renew Canadian Confederation has 


clearly failed. 


Piime Minister Trudeau and the 10 provincial 
premiers, meeting in the constitutional conference 
Monday and today, are engaged mainly in a salvage 


operation. 


Give Problem To a Commission 


If we cannot agree on a 
new constitution, how can we 
patch up the old one? ° 

Premier Ed Schreyer, the 
NDP swinger -from Manitoba, 
suggests that maybe we 
should toss the whole problem 
to a commission of experts 
for 18 months. 

Premier Ross Thatcher, the 
right-wing Liberal from Sas- 
katchewan, thinks that per- 
haps Ottawa and Quebec can 
work the whole boring thing 
out between them, without 
bothering the other provinces 
which have more important 
practical problems on their 
minds. 


But the consensus which 
seemed to be emerging from 
the sessions behind closed 
doors Monday and over the 
dinner table last night was to 
go to Square One. 


Square One, if you can cast 
your memory back five or 10 
or 30 years, is to bring the 
constitution to Canada before 
we try to rewrite it. 


The present constitution is 
the British North America 
Act, legislation passed by the 
British Parliament in 1867 to 
join the colonies in North 
America into a new Dominion 
of Canada. 


Humiliating Relic of the Past 


To make changes in that 
constitution, Canada has to 
ask the British Parliament, 
very politely, if it would. mind 
putting aside its own pressing 
business for a moment to 
amend the BNA Act, 


The British Parliament al- 
ways obliges, of course, but 
all Canadian politicians agree 
that it is a humiliating relic 
of colonial times, 


The Canadian constitution 


there of course is the prob- 
lem. 

Could the federal govern- 
ment make changes in the 
BNA Act as it saw fit? That 
would outrage the provinces. 
Should the provinces have to 
consent to changes in the 
constitution? That would give 
a veto to Quebec—or even 
worse, to Premier Bennett of 
British Columbia.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
A male passenger demanding 
to go to North Korea at- 
tempted to hijack a Trans 
World Airlines jetliner today. 
He was shot by another 
passenger, a private guard 
fora—shipment of securities, 


carrying an undetermined 
amount of securites from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco. 
The plane, Flight 15 from 
Los Angeles, had. lantied at 
6:06 am. and the pilot 
advised the tower that a 


white male passenger had 
told him: “This plane is being 
hijacked, It will be going 
farther.” 

The pilot said there were 17 
passengers aboard, plus the 
crew, 


Joint 
Action

Negotiators for Gen- 
eral Motors of Canada 
Ltd. and the United Auto 
Workers Union were to 
meet.at 1 p.m. today for 
their first bargaining 
session against the back- 
ground of a strike at GM 
plants in the United 
States’ and Canada. 


Meantime, all was quiet on 
the picket lines at six GM 
plants in Ontario and one in 
Quebec. where 27,000 UAW 
members walked off the job 
early today, Also on. strike 
were about 317,000 GM em- 
ployees in the U.S. to make a 
total of 344,000. 

The strike marks the first 
time that Canadian and U.S. 
workers haye joined forces 
against one of the Big Three 
auto manufacturers. 

Negotiations to avert the 
Showdown dragged on in 
Toronto until 10 p.m. Monday 
without making any headway. 
“They were an exercise in 
futility,”” a union -spokesman 
said. 

He said although Canadian 
and U.S. workers are bar- 
gaining separately in Toronto 
and Detroit, the key to a 
settlement lies with negotia- 
tors in Detroit. 


STILL FAR APART 
He said the two parties 
were still far apart on wages, 


DETROIT (AP) — Here are 
the union and company posi- 
tions on the three major 
issues standing between 
General Motors Corp. and the 
United Auto Workers in new 
contract bargaining: 


WAGES — GM has offered 
wage increases in the first 
year of a three-year contract 
ranging from 36 cents hourly 
for a man making $3.50 an 
hour or less to 48 cents for a 
man making $6.34 and up, A 
man making $4.02, the cur- 
rent average hourly wage in 
the industry, would get 38 
cents more.. The union wants 
wage boosts ranging . from 
61% cents to 84 cents. The 
man making the industry 
average would get 63 cents 
more. 


In each of the second and 
third years GM. would raise 
wages by 11 cents for the 
man on the bottom of the 
Seale, by 13 cents for the man 
making the industry average 
and by 21 cents for the man 
at the top of the scale. The 
UAW has not specified what 


it wants in the second and 
third years, saying it depends 
on thé company’s willingness 
to change its stance on the 
cost-of-living allowance, 

COST OF LIVING — GM 
says it will guarantee cost-of- 
living allowances of a least 
eight cents hourly in each of 
the last two years of the 
contract and will raise wages, 
depending on how the cost of 
living rises, by up to 16 cents 
in the second year and by a 
maximum of 12 cents in. the 
third year, The union wants 
the company to return to the 
cost-of-living formula in effect 
prior to 1967 which had no 
minimums or maximums. 

PENSIONS — GM has 
offered to provide a $500 
monthly pension for a man 
retiring with 30 years’ ser- 
vice, less $40 a month for 
anybody for each year under 
58. A 48-year-old worker with 
30 year's service could retire 
at $100 a month. The union 
wants everybody, regardless 
of age, who has 30 yéars’ 
service to be able to retire at 
$500 a month.

The federal and provincial 
politicians have been playing 
the game for years without 
reaching a conclusion.

A study conducted by the Boston City 
Hospital alcohol unit says the fruit juice in such 


drinks contains a sugar called fructose, a substance | 


which reduces a body’s alcohol level. 


The investigation, conducted by Dr. Leah M. 
Lowenstein of the Harvard and Boston university 
medical schools, was published Monday in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association. It 
said if fructose is injected into an individual’s 
bloodstream the alcohol levels reduce darmatic-

NE OF THE MOST SERIOUS 
ecological disasters of the 
Canadian north may now be in 
process in the 2000-square-mile 
Athabasca delta. Part of the de- 


terioration—exactly how much is 
now being determined—is believed 
to be the direct result of the W.A.C. 
Bennett Dam on the Peace River. 
Loss of a portion of the Peace River 
flow by impounding above the dam 
is contributing and, it is 
suspected, may be a major cause — 
of a dangerous drop in the water 
levels Of ‘a vast territory comprising 
lake and channel floodlands where 
the Athabasca River flows into its 
lake. The ecological losses may well 
prove to be enormous — certainly if 
they were counted into the costs of 
the Peace River hydro-electric com- 
plex they would subtract substan- 
tially fromthe benefits of that 
installation. 


But the worst might be yet to 
come, according to experts studying 
the situation, for Mr. Bennett’s 
Peace River power development is 
only one of many northern projects 
now on provincial and federal 
drawing boards which could have 
inestimable effects’on the wildlife 
and’ the natural environment of 
Canada’s northlands. British 
Columbia’s Peace River power 
centre may emerge-as the horrible 
example of how not to do it, and 
hence serve to prevent other costly 
ecological errors on other Canadian 
streams. 


The federal Department of In- 
dian Affairs and Northern Devel- 
opment, in a recent report, tells of 
the research of the Canadian 
Wildlife Service in measuring the 
drop in water levels and determin- 
ing its effects. One result could be 
that a direct conflict may occur 
between future hydro-electric devel- 
opment in Northern Canada and 
preservation of the northern. en- 


vironment. A wrong choice could be 
costly. 

The Peace River passes to the 
north of the Athabasca delta and its 
many lakes but is connected by 
numerous channels. Formerly, when 
the Peace River was in flood, the 
surplus water forced the Athabasca 
River back, raising the levels in the 
lakes and spreading water out over 
miles of marshlands. This nourished 
the soil, and created.an environment 
favorable to: many forms of plant 
and animal life. . 

But now, due to lower summer 
levels in the Peace and, it is held, to 
the action of the Bennett Dam in 
holding back and regulating flow, 
Peace River flood conditions are 
rare, the water levels in the 
Athabasca delta are low and stable, 
and the _ consequent. ecological 
changes in the terrain are causing 
concern. The Canadian Wildlife 
Association «studies. seek to de- 
termine exactly.what is happening. 

The effects range all the way 
from loss of normal foods for 
muskrat and bison to encroachment 
of willow thickets over grasslands 
which formerly were the habitat of 
dueks and geese. A million water- 
fowl pass through the.delta area on 
their migrations; 100,000 birds use 
the area as their breeding ground. 
Serious interference with the 
normal conditions’ could affect the 
whole continent. 

These are the facts of ecology 
which are brushed aside by power 
proponents. But they cannot be 
forever denied. It will do us little 
good to create a wasteland in order 
to -produce electrical power which 
cannot repair the damage done. As 
the Departmental statement says: 
“These predictions (to result from 
the collected data) should have an 
important place in the assessment 
of the benefits and costs of many 
major engineering works of mass- 
ive scale.” How much can we re- 
ject nature before it rejects us?” 


Confused Congressional Elections 


N NOVEMBER 3 A TROUBLED 
United States electorate will 
decide who will fill all 435 seats in 
the House of Representatives, one 
third of the Senate’s 100 seats, plus 
a number of governorships and 
state legislature .memberships. 
While. the Democrats have sizable 
majorities in both houses there is 
widespread speculation that a swing 
to the Republican right might end, 
or at least lessen, the Democrats’ 
long Congressional dominance. 
Following the Senate’s defeat of 
the amendment to halt the Viei- 
namese War by .the end of 1971, it 
became apparent that Southeast 
Asia was a poor plank to prop up a 
shaky Democratic house. Writing in 
the Washington Monthly, one of the 
founders of Students For McCarthy 
in the 1968. presidential campaign 
acknowledges that President Nixon 
has effectively split United States 
peace forces by depicting them as 
near traitors and setting the debate 
as one between loud-mouthed 
militants and the silent majority. 


If there is a major issue many

prises_.student violence, campus 


unrest and the racial situation. On 
these anxiety-ridden issues the 
Republicans have the advantage. 


The Democrats may have to be 
content with less emotional issues 
such as unemployment, high taxes 
and inflation. But polls indicate that 
fewer U.S. voters are identifying 
with either party — a growing 
trend in the last two presidential 
elections. 

Perhaps the United States is 
heading into an era where ideas, 
rather than parties, become polar- 
ized. It would be impossible to 
predict how new United States 
political alignments might affect 
Canada. Traditionally, Canada has 
always dealt better with liberal, 
rather than conservative United 
States administrations, regardless of 
their political labels, But there are 
few traditional trends in American 
politics today. 


The Writ of Assistance Is Obsolete 


HE CANADIAN BAR ASSO- 
ciation has added its voice to 
that of a number of Canadians in 
opposing the unlimited powers of 
entry and search enjoyed by -the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
Meeting in Halifax the bar associa- 
tion annual meeting approved a 
recommendation to the federal 
government that the RCMP be 
restricted to the use -of ordinary 
search warrants — the same as any 
other police department. 

Made out to individual peace 
officers, the so-called “writ of 
assistance” is an obsolete instru- 
ment from English .Common. Law 
and dates back to the reign of 
Charles Il. Not only can the officer 
holding such a document break in 


and search but he can also break 
into walls: floors, furniture and 
plumbing fixtures — and if no con- 
traband is found, the suspect has 
no right to-sue for damages. That 
such an unjust, arbitrary law should 
exist on the books, let alone be in 
common use, is incredible. 

Addressing the Canadian Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police recently, 
Justice Minister John Turner said, 
“Canada needs a more contem- 
porary criminal law credible, 
enforcible, flexible and compas- 
sionate.” The writ of assistance does 
not qualify on any of these grounds 
except flexibility, and it is only 
flexible in the.sense. that it gives a 
policeman carte blanche in dealing 
with private. citizens who are 
accused before the law.

The Tories Find No Easy Road 


difficulty about the Conservative 
caucus last week was that it was 
almost bound to suggest a procession of 
erring scholars to < 
Mr. Stanfield’s wood- 
shed. This is not to 
deny its necessity or 
the wisdom of such 
disciplinary mea- 
sures aS may have 
been accepted in the 
party interest. As a 
result of the caucus, 
a curtain has been 
drawn over the Sas-

For the present, we have a summary of 
sorts from Jack Horner, who says in 
effect that the meeting was a splendid 
idea but ‘that he will never summon 
another without the press, which he does 
not hold in conspicuously high regard. 

Mr. Horner has also directed atten- 
tion to another point. The Gallup poll 
appeared on the day preceding the 
Conservative get-together. This regret- 
table event, which could not have been 
anticipated, had the natural effect of 
simulating a good deal of discussion of a 
character too vigorous and red-blooded 
for general consumption. There has, 
indeed, been a tendency to refer to it in 
rather hushed and guarded tones. 

One fact at least is plain. The 
Conservatives at mid-term, for the 
reasons indicated by Mr. Horner, are an 
unhappy group. What baffles them is the 
continuing popularity of the prime 
minister at a time when the government 
is plagued with troubles and when, by all 
past experience, the fortunes of the 
major opposition.party ought to be on 
the mend. 


No Belief in Miracles 


It is tempting in this situation to 
believe that there must be some short- 
cut to power. But there is little to 
suggest that Mr. Stanfield believes in 
short-cuts or, for that -matter, in 
miracles. He is still blamed by some 
Conseryatives: for his refusal to precipi- 
tate a trisis, which might (or might 
not) have led to power when the 
Pearson minority government was 
defeated ona tax bil]. His manner in 
opposition has-been deliberate; he has 
spoken of himself as a ‘‘patient man” 
and he gives the impression of a leader 
willing to wait upon rather than to force 
events. This may be _ sensible, but 
patience is in dwindling supply among 
Conservative members as Parliament 
moves into the second half of its term. 

Faith in short-cuts is doubtless 
reinforced by the presence in Parliament 
of John Diefenbaker. Not only did’ Mr. 
Diefenbaker find a short-cut to power in 
1957—when some of his rivals were 
thinking in terms of ‘‘the election after 
the next election’’—he also created and 
long maintained Western bloc; 
something never before known in his 
party’s history. 


A Different Ex-P.M. 


There is nothing unusual about the 
presence in Parliament .of a former 
prime minister. Macdonald. Laurier, 
Meighen, King and Bennett continued to 
sit in the House after election defeats 
but they sat as perty leaders intent ‘on 
political come-packs. Mr. Diefenbeker is 
a former prime minister who dces not 
lead his party; is in a sense detached 
from his party since he does not attend 
caucus and, as heppened on Wednesday, 
holds his own press conferences>—-This 
places Mr. Stanfield in a singular 
position; he must operate in the shadow 
of # predecessor who still commands 
strong loyalties in sections of the party, 
who holds strong views about the party, 
who ig available for Saskatoon meetings, 
and who represents a style in politics 
which is certainly not Mr. Stanfield’s. 

The view that things would be better 
for the party if Mr. Stanfield would only 
change his style and borrow from Mr. 
Diefenbaker’s book (or conveniently step 
aside in favor of someone who could) 
ignores an important ‘difference between 
1970 ahd 1957. Mr. Diefenbaker faced an 
elderly government, long in power and

‘youthful and very ambitious government 


whose leader has been remarkably 
successful in communicating with the 
nation’s voters. It may be that with time 
and accumulating difficulties Mr. Tru- 
deau’s personal popularity will decline. 
At the moment, however, the nation that 
there is a Conservative shortcut, if only 
the Conservatives can find it, may be 
sheer illusion. 

It may also be dangerous since the 
Conservatives,*if they are to regain 
support, must appeal to the country as a 
responsible alternative. Mr. Stanfield can 
and does make serious speeches; he has, 
for example, delivered effective criti- 
cisms of the white paper on taxation. 
But anything gained by such campaigns 
can be lost overnight if the quest for 
short-cuts results in secret meetings 
which Mr. Stanfield himself feels bound 
to characterize as ‘‘stupid.’’ 

The rebuilding of a defeated party is 
often a very slow and tedious job; it is 
improbable that the Liberals after the 
1958 disaster, would have recovered so 
soon had it not been for an astonishing 
combination of circumstances, including 


a mid-election monetary crisis. But the 
Conservatives, since that time, seem to 
have clung to a hope that some miracle 
would make the hard work unnecessary. 
They have been a party of improvization. 
In 1965 they trusted in filibuster and 
scandals. Even Mr. Stanfield, in 1968, 
gambled, rather uncharacteristically, on 
what proved a fatal bid for Quebec 
support. 


Policy Needed 


There is little to indicate, however, 
that Mr. Stanfield, after that sobering 
experience, is much of a believer in easy 
routes to power, Against a government 
led by Mr. Trudeali, a long-term strategy 
would probably accord better with the 
true situation of the opposition party. 
But. even the long term will be 
unpromising unless the Conservatives 
make a beginning by fashioning policy in 
accordance with Conservative thought in 
the country. Up to now the effort in this 
direction has been unimpressive. This is 
probably an important reason for the 
downward drift. in Gallup preferences 
which so upset Mr. Horner and his 
colleagues in Saskatoon.

Impotence of Power Against Fanatics 


IE supreme irony of this age of 

power is its impotence to deal with 
determined or fanatical minorities. Mr. 
Jefferson, who had 
very litle military 
power, could deal 
effectively with the 
Barbary pirates 
early in the 19th 
century, but Mr, 
Nixon, who has 
apocalyptic power, 
cannot handle the 
Arab pirates without 
risking the lives of 
the Americans he 
wants to rescue. You can almost put it 
down as a _ rule that the more 
complicated a society is the more 
vulnerable it is to sabotage. 


It is not only the great jet airliners 
that can be disrupted at the whim of a 
few desperate men, but even vast 
modern cities like New York are at the 
mercy of any fanatics who know how to 
get at the critical centres of ‘electrical 
power. 

The violent events of the last few 
years illustrate the point. We have not 
yet-had to face organized guerrilla war 
in the urban centres of America, but the 
skyjackers, the wreckers in the univer- 
sities, and even the unorganized hood- 
lums have given’ us some idea of what 
can be done by tyrannical minorities. 

Each of these problems, of course, is 
different, but in all of them only a very 
few men were able to bring the 
operations of vast enterprises to a halt. 
Probably the most spectacular example 
of the power of the weak over the strong 
has been the operation of the Communist 
guerrillas in Southeast Asia, first against 
the organized power of France; and then 
even against an American’ expeditionary 
force of over half a million men. 


Angry and Demented 


The danger in the preesnt wave of 
sky-jackings is that it can easily spread 
into_an-infeetious disorder, and not only 
in the Middle East. It is a quick and 
comparatively easy way to dramatize 
any seems fo havea 
compelling appeal for deranged-minds/ 

Even the risks involved in highjacking 
@ jet or going down the right manholes 
to sabotage the power of a city are 
scarcely a&% great today as robbing—«a 
bank. Nixon, for all his power, cannot 
even perform the first duty of govern- 
ment, which is to protect: its own 
citizens, not because he is weak, ‘but 
because his strength is so great that he 
dare not use if. 

He has 1,800 Marines with the U.S 
Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean and a 


cause, and it 


1,500-man airborne brigade in Germany. 
It is within his power to parachute them 
in the night into the Jordanian desert 
and overwhelm the Arab pirates, but he 
might easily lose the lives of the trapped 
Americans in the process. 

So we are left with the problem of 
dealing with anarchy. Putting a military 
guard on planes in international traffic is 
not a solution, though the armed guards 
on the El Al planes have complicated the 
problem and raised the risks for the sky- 
jackers. 

Probably the most effective sanction 
would be to isolate any country whose 
citizens engage in international piracy. 
This would mean an agreement by all 
the major airlines not to fly into any 
country harboring the pirates, and not 


allowing that country’s planes to use the’ 


air fields of the major nations of the 
world. 

The objection to this, of course, is 
that the sanction is not precise, and in 
the case of Jordan would actually 
punish the government that is fighting 
the guerrillas. Nevertheless, such an 
arrangement might encourage the Arab 
governments to take more vigorous 
action against the pirates than they have 
been willing to take in the past. 

There is, however, no foolproof way 
to deal with the problem. Closer 


inspection of baggage would help. So 
would very strict limitations on hand- 
baggage that could be’ carried into the 
cabin, but short of turning international. 
flights into nudist parties, which might 
be a little awkward or even embarrass- 
ing, there would still be the danger of 
concealing weapons even from a vigilant 
frisker, ~ 

Accordingly, President Nixon has’ 
undoubtedly been right to hold his 
temper and hope that the Arabs would 
hurt their cause so severely by these 


adventures that they will stop the 
nonsense on their own. 
Highly Infectious 

This, however, is far from a sure 


thing. All you have to do is take a long 
walk through almost any American city 
these ‘days to realize how many angry 
and demented people there are wander- 
ing around loose — many of them willing 
to risk their lives to remove some real 
or imagined grievance. 

Once the normal restraints of inter- 
dependent cities or systems are broken, 
the anarchy tends to feed on itself, and 
this is now the danger in a world with so 
many frustrated and éven demented 
people.

It is possible to argue that the whole jargon-infested 


nightmare has no 


reality 


outside the minds of 


theoreticians, and that no sane political leader will ever 
take the appalling risks of using nuclear weapons. 

But it is part of the calculations of Russian and 
American planners that madmen have come to power 
before, and that they might do so again — in the other 


country’s capital, of cotirse. 


How far has the spiral already turned, and can it be 


halted and turned back? 


Any attempt to answer this 


question must begin with the SS9, Russia’s giant MRV 
missile. American military planners, not notably immune 


developments in the technology of weapons systems. 

The balance, expressed in terms of the deterrent 
policies. which are at the heart_of both Russian and 
American strategic thinking, is based on what is called, 
in the esoteric jargon of nuclear strategy, a sure second- 
strike capability. 

This means the possession by each side of a nuclear 
striking force powerful and invulnerable enough to inflict 
terrible damage upon its enemy even after that enemy 
had subjected it to an all-out nuclear attack, or first 
strike. Thus aggression with nuclear weapons would be an 
act of national suicide. 

The invulnerability of the second strike, or retaliatory 
force, has been assured in a number of ways by 
emplacing intercontinental missiles in underground silos, 
virtually safe from anything but a direct hit by a nuclear 
weapon; by creating a force of missile-launching 
submarines, able to stay submerged and free from 
detection for long periods; and in the American case by 


adopting the ‘tripod’ system of deterrence the 
maintenance of three virtually independent nuclear 
weapons systems aircraft, land-based missiles and 


submarines, each theoretically capable of delivering a 
retalitary~blow even if the other two had been destroyed 
in a surprise. attack. (Cynics observe that this 
arrangement also shares the nuclear cake satisfactorily 
among the- branches of the armed forces.) 

What then has. happened to shake this edifice of 
mutually dissuasive terror? Principally, two closely 
linked developments in military technology the anti- 
ballistic. missile (ABM) and the multiple re-entry vehicle 
(MRY). 

The ABM is a defensive weapon designed to intercept 
an incoming nuclear missile and destroy it before ‘it 
reaches its target. Now, by the subtle rules of the game 
of nuclear deterrence this comes: very near to cheating; 
because the target in all these second-strike calculations 
is people. 

A potential aggressor is dissuaded from nuclear 
attack because“in the retaliatory strike his cities would 
be annihilated “and milHdéns of his citizens killed 
Obviously, therefore, if he can devise a means of 
Protecting them, the retaliatory strike becomes less 


from paranoia, have remarked in their monitoring of SS9 
tests that its multiple warheads tend to fall in much the 
Same pattern as that of the underground silos of the 
American Minuteman intercontinental missiles in 
Montana 

At the same time they have noted from their satellite 
reconnaissance that the Russians have begun to build 
ABM systems around their main cities. This, they argue, 
is the classic pattern for a first-strike strategy. 


There’s Fear of Madmen, 
But Always in Other Country 


To the childish mind it might occur that if that is 
what the Russians are really up to, the way to prevent 
the Minuteman being destroyed in its silo is to dispense 
with it and rely on other means of retaliation; but this 
would conflict with the sacred principle of the tripod; so 
the American reaction has been to plan an ABM system 
(Safeguard) to protect its missile sites and to equip its 
own missiles with MIRV, designed to saturate any ABM 
system deployed around Russian cities. 

So, the rarefied war-gaming of the strategic theorists 
is converted into hardware, to the satisfaction of the 
Chiefs of Staff and the armarnents industry; and a race 
begins which threatens not only to disrupt the economy of 
both countries as weapon systems become more 
complicated and expensive; but also to create a situation 
in which one side or the other, believing that at some 
Stage it had achieved a decisive superiority, might be 
tempted to end the race by an all-out attack — the 
familiar pre-emptive strike of the nuclear jargon. 

This is the significance of the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks. Realizing the appalling implications of 
an accelerating spiral in the arms race, the two super- 
powers are evidently resolved to bring it under control. 

The implications are profound for the whole future of 
international security. and not least for the people . of 
Europe.

Mrs. Parsa, a medical 
doctor and for 12 years the 
principal of a large girls’ high 
school in Tehran, regards the 
education corps as a tem- 
porary but desirable phenom- 
enon.

In Iran the education corps is 
expected to teach both adults 
and children.

At the village 
level the soldier-teachers are 
supposed to work closely with 
village councils and to help 
establish village courts.

Although their enlistment is 
slightly different, about a 
fifth of the corps teachers are 
women.

Some of America’s European-allies would like to see 


included in any bargain the 800 or so missiles emplaced 
in western Russia and aimed at targets in Europe; but 
the Russians would be unlikely to agree to remove them 
unless American nuclear weapons were taken away from 
Western Germany (after all the American weapons can 
strike at’the Soviet heartland; the Russian medium-range 
missiles can only blow Europeans to pieces). 

There is unlikely to be any bargain there. This is not 
to say that the Americans are negotiating over the heads 
of their allies — there were three separate meetings of 
the North Atlantic Council in July before the U.S. 
presented its proposals to the Russians at the Vienna 
talks. 


The most likely outcome of the talks, planned to 


begin again in Helsinki on November 2, is that both sides 
will agree to halt the deployment of ABMs. This will not 
raise the delicate problem of international inspection 
since each side will be able to detect any cheating by 
satellite photography. 


There will almost certainly be no agreement about 


MIRVs and MRVs, since an agreement on deployment 
would require unacceptably intrusive inspection — there 
is as yet no way of telling whether a missile in its silo or 
submarine has more than one warhead except by looking 
inside — and testing of MIRVs, although it can be to 
some extent detected by intelligence methods, is so far 
advanced that it is searcely worth stopping it. 

Much more likely is an agreement to limit the 
numbers. of ‘delivery systems’ — aircraft, submarines 
and land-based missiles — a development which would go 
some way to alleviate American fears about the growing 
Russian SS9 force. 

It should be possible for the super-powers to reach 
agreement by the spring of next year. It will be an 
important achievement, but no more than a first step. As 
Henry Kissinger went on to say “‘... the military will 
have to accept that, short of a nuclear holocaust, purely 
military decisions: are no longer possible.” If SALT can 
translate that limpid truth into a serious dialogue 
between the super-powers, we may yet survive the 20th 
century.

Brain, 
Computer 
Linked 


NEW HAVEN, ‘Conn. (AP). —| 
A team of Yale University: sci- 
entists has implanted a two-way 
radio link between the brain of 
a chimpanzee and a computer, 
enabling the brain to receive its 
own signals from the computer. | 

The experiment raises the | 
possibility of establishing elec-| 
tronic communication from one 
‘brain. to another, the scientists 
said. It also suggests new-ways 
of treating mental and physical 
disorders, they said, 

The team was led by Dr: Tose 
M.'R. Delgado, a neurophysicist 
et the Yale School of Medicine. 
He is a pioneer in electrical 
brain stimulation and hag ex- 
périmentally induced anger, 
pleasure and other emotions in 
animals and humans, 

In the champanzee experi- 
ment,- electrodes implanted in 
the animal's head picked up 
electrical brain -waves which 
were transmitted to a computer 
by a small receiver-transmitter 
atop its head. 

The computer returned a con- 
trol signal to another part of the 
brain through the receiver. 
Once stimulated, the latter part 
of the brain internally turned 
off the brain activity originally 
sensed by the computer. 

The scientists reported that 
the chimp, named Paddy, 
changed moods often—at the 
computer's direction—during 
the 1%4-year experiment but re- 
turned to normal when the com- 
puter was disconnected.

CHALLENGING JOB ON TRIAL ISLAND 


High Rise’ Replaces.Familiar Landmark 


By PAT.DUFOUR 


A familiar landmark— 
Oak Bay way — is due 
to disappear and be re- 
placed. by a “high rise.” 

The usual pattern of public 
reaction has been reversed, 
All are in favor of the change 
— even the nearest neighbors. 

The new construction, due 
to go into operation next 
week, is the new light tower 
on Trial Island, one mile 
offshore near, McNeill Bay. 

e 

When the new light is 
working it will: almost be 100 
feet above sea level, much 
higher than the one that has 
shone above the keeper's 
house since the early 1900s. 
Instead of white, it will be 
green, flashing every five 
seconds, 

The green should be much 
kinder on the onshore neigh- 
bors, says lighthouse keeper 
Jack Horne, 

Farmer Construction work- 


ers, bent on finishing the 
project on time, confide that 
it’s been one of. the most 
challenging they've faced. 

Made from molds used to 
build other towers in more 
remote places, every piece of 
the tower and its spiral 
staircase has been’ made on 
Trial. Each piece has , been 
laboriously raised into posi- 
tion by block and tackle. 


To make sure the new 
landmark will be easily seen, 
it’s made of a special mixture 
of sand and aggregate that 
whitens with age. 

Also near completion is a 
new flat-topped power house, 
complete with a roof of 744- 
inch cement slabs — strong 
enough to bear a helicopter. 

Familiar landmarks must 
go in the process of progress.

At present she has found a 
tendency on the part of 


doctors to discourage women, 
saying they wouldn’t have a 
chance of getting the board's 
approval. 


“This may be partly the 
woman's fault. 
If, in spite of being in 


emotional turmoil, she steels 
herself to present her case 
calmly and rationally, the 
doctor may take this con- 
trolled panic at face value. 
“So if you’re upset, act. 
upset, Don’t try to hide it,” 
Mrs. Murrison advises. 
Theoretically, it is possible 


for a woman to argue her 
own case for terminating 
pregnancy before the board, 
but Mrs, Murrison doesn’t 
know of any one who has 
tried. 

The information service is 
free, but Mrs. Murrison 
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admits she would “very much 
like donations from anyone 
who can afford to iielp.”’

Although only two qualified 
French teachers of the local 
board were available for the 
job, a bit of sleuthing pro- 
duced six more. 

One of the teachers, Frank 
Appugliese, said he tried to 
create an atmosphere as 
“unlike school as possible.” 


“The main task is to get 
the kids to talk among 
themselves.” 


One teacher emphasized, 
that the program was irigi- 
nated with younger studenis 
“because we feel the kids at 
that age absorb facts like 
little sponges.”’ 

Now the parents are worry: 
ing about next summer. The 
cost per parent is too hith and 
they wonder if such an 
interprise could be sponsored 
by the government. 

“After all,” they say “the 
government wants to promote 
French as much as anybody.":

Here in Victoria we find the corms will grow quicky in 
warm sandy soil fromm an ealy May planting and flowess 
can be expected about the end of August. 

In cooler areas or where soil is heavier and therefore still 
wet and cold late into spring, we start corms of acidanthera 
in pots of sandy compost in either a covered coldframe or 


sunporch in April. 


Then by June, with warmer temperatures and resulting 
warmer soil, the contents of the pots are planted without 


disturbance in the garden. 


A sunny corner or border where fall sunshine lingers is 
ideal.. Among low growing shrubs is good; but let it be near a 


much used path or near the 


outdoor coffee table, where 


fragrance will be most appreciated. 

The leaves must be allowed to remain intact ‘after cutting 
off the faded flower spike. Dig the corms by the end of 
October and store them in a dry warm place much the same 


as gladiolus corms.

UNITED NATIONS (CP) — Secretary-General 
U Thant. stepped outside the UN Monday night to 
call for an international tribunal’ to try aerial hi- 


jackers, 


In a. speech to the UN» 


Association of the United 
“States, the Secretary-General 
said: 

“Tt is high time that we go 
to the root of this phenome- 
non and treat its causes with 
novel remedies and not with 
old-time recipes to which it ‘is 
largely immune.” 

Observers greeted the 
statement, delivered on ‘the 
eve of the opening of the 
silver anniversary session of 
the 126country General 
Assembly, with questions ‘of 
how Thant's proposed tribunal 
could be formed. 

The suggestion was 
stronger than anything Thant 
had said in his annual report 
to the General Assembly, on 
aerial hijacking or anything 
else. 

REFLECTS CONCERN 

This report, released earlier 
Monday, expressed cautious 
optimism in the world. situa- 


tion, including the Middle 
East, and made a veiled call 
for a Big Four summit 


conference the Middle 


East. 


‘Thant’s speech in New York 
reflected the deep concern 
felt in much of the world over 
the Middle East- situation in 
general and the question of 
aerial hijacking in particular. 

But the fact that he made 
the statement outside’ the UN 
is considered an indication of 
the scant progress expected 
on the subject of hijacking in 
the next three months here. 

This is despite the fact that 
Thant speculated ‘in his an- 
nual report that this assémbly 
will see the greatest collection 
of heads of state in history. 

These leaders will be here 
for the 25th anniversary com- 
memoration ceremonies in 
October. It is expected that 
President Nixon of the U.S. 
and Premier Alexei Kosygin 
of the Soviet Union will, be 
here, 

There has been no an- 
nouncement about the attend- 
ance of Prime Minister Tru- 
deau, but he is expected to 
attend.

He 
told his rescuers that the 
Galilee’s food supply ran out

The Galilee had been the 
object of a Pacific-wide search 
since early August when friends 
of the sailors reported they 
were then two weeks overdue on 
a voyage from Tahiti to Hono- 
lulu.

Falls ‘reported the three. to be 
suffering from extreme  ex- 
posure and dehydration. 
Navymen with water pumps 
boarded the sailing vessel to 
bail her out and keep her afloat. 
Ritter was described as ,‘'in 
\his 50s", Miss Kokx, 21, also is 
an American, and Heiringhoff is 
from West Germany. 

The survivors are expected to 
arrive in Honolulu Thursday 
aboard either the Niagara Falls 
or a Coast Guard cutter.

Give Problem To a Commission 


If we cannot agree on a 
new constitution, how can we 
patch up the old one? 

Premier Ed Schreyer, the 
NDP swinger from Manitoba, 
suggests that maybe we 
should toss the whole problem 
to a commission of experts 
for 18 months, 

Premier Ross Thatcher, the 
right-wing Liberal from Sas- 
katchewan, thinks that per- 
haps Ottawa and Quebec-can 
work the whole boring thing 
out between them, without 
bothering the other provinces 
which have more important 
practical problems on their 
minds. 


But the consensus which 
seemed to be emerging from 
the sessions behind closed 
doors Monday and over the 
dinner table last night was to 
go to Square One.

The present constitution is 
the British North America 
Act, legislation passed by the 
British Parliament in, 1867 to 
join the colonies in North 
America into a new Dominion 
of Canada,

Negotiators for Gen- 
eral Motors of Canada 
Ltd. and the United Auto 
Workers Union were to 
meet at 1 p.m. today for 
their first bargaining 
session against the back- 
ground of a strike at GM 
plants in the United 
States and Canada. 


Meantime, all was quiet on 
the picket lines at six GM 
plants in Ontario and one in 
Quebec where 27,000 UAW 
members walked off the job 
early today, Also on strike 
were about 317,000 GM em- 
ployees in the U.S. to make a 
total of 344,000. 

The strike marks the first 
time that Canadian and U.S. 
workers have joined forces 
against one of the Big Three 
auto manufacturers. 

Negotiations to avert the 
showdown dragged on in 
Toronto until 10 p.m. Monday 
without making any headway. 
“They were an exercise in 
futility,” a union spokesman 
said. 

He said although Canadian 
and U.S. workers are bar- 
gaining separately in Toronto 
and Detroit, the key to a 
settlement lies with negotia- 
tors in Detroit. 


STILL FAR APART 


He said the two. parties 
were still far apart on wages, 
pensions and the cost-of-living 
escalator formula in a new 
three-year contract. 

The union has a strike fund 
of $120 million, enough for 
seven or eight weeks of strike 
pay at $40 a Week. After that 
strikers are expected to fend 
for themselves. 

Affected by the strike in 
Ontario are 14,000 workers in 
two GM plants in Oshawa, 
6,500 at an engine and parts 
plant in St. Catharines, 2,600 
at two plants in Windsor, 
about 1,350 at GM's Frigi- 
daire division in Toronto, 680 
in London where diesel loco- 
motives, trucks and buses are 
built and 2,400 in Ste.

Immediately after the mid- 
night deadline, workers at 
Oshawa lit bonfires at plant 
entrances and set up picket 
lines. 

Richard Kittle, chairman of

Ratzlatf, If Anybody, Knows 
How to Lay 6,100 Feet of Pipe 


Bernie Ratzlaff: clambered 
atop the rusty skeleton of 
what looked like a rigging for 
ehiidren’s swings and sur- 
veyed the blasted gulch by 
the shore of Macaulay Point. 

Ratzlaff,. Charlie Archibald 
and Bill Poole, all contrac- 
tors, had won a $49,000 job 
from the Capital Regional 
District’ Board to build the 
extended sewage outfall from 
Macaulay Point 6,100 feet into 
Juan de Fuca Strait. 

Four 1,500-foot sections of 
the 96-inch-diameter concrete 
must be welded together, 
pushed to sea and sunk in 200 
feet of water. The operation 
is taking all week.

beds. 

The ‘idea is to run a low- 
grade current from. the pipe 
to the anode beds. Somehow 

you have to understand 
basic electricity to get: this —

But this trick doesn’t match 
the space-age being used to 
keep the pipe-in line. A laser 
beam is shot from the shore to 
a sheet of plywood on a barge 
near the Sudbury Il.

Rewriting 


A Failure

OTTAWA.— The grand design of writing a new 
constitution to renew Canadian Confederation has 


clearly failed. 


Prime Minister Trudeau and the 10 provincial 
premiers, meeting in the constitutional conference 
Monday and today, are engaged mainly in a salvage 


operation: 


. Give Problem To a Commission 


If we cannot agree on a 
new constitution, how can we 
patch up the old one? 

Premier Ed Schreyer, the 
NDP swinger, from Manitoba, 
suggests that maybe we 
should toss the whole problem 
to a commission of experts 
for 18 months. 

Premier Ross Thatcher, the 
right-wing Liberal from Sas- 
katchewan, thinks that per- 
haps Ottawa and Quebee can 
work the whole boring thing 
out between them, without 
bothering the other provinces 
which have more important 
practical problems on their 
minds. 


* But the consensus which 
seemed to be emerging from 
the sessions behind closed 
doors Monday and over the 
dinner table last night was to 
go to Square One. 


Square One, if you can cast 
your memory back five or 10 
or 30 years, is to bring the 
constitution to Canada before 
we try to rewrite it. 


The present constitution is 
the British North America 
Act, legislation passed by the 
British Parliament in 1867 to 
join the colonies in North 
America into a new Dominion 
of Canada. 


Humiliating Relic of the Past 


To make changes in that 
constitution, Canada has to 
ask the British Parliament, 
very politely, if it would mind 
putting aside its own pressing 
business for a moment to 
amend the BNA Act. 


The British Parliament al- 
ways obliges, of course, but 
all Canadian politicians agree 
that it is a humiliating relic 
of colonial. times. 


The Canadian constitution 
should be removed from 
Britain and brought under our 
own control, so that we can 
change it as we wish. And 


there of course is the prob- 
lem. 

Could the federal govern- 
ment make changes in the 
BNA. Act as it saw fit? That 
would outrage the provinces. 
Should the provinces have to 
consent to changes in the 
constitution? That would give 
a’ veto to Quebec—or even 
worse, to Premier Bennett of 
British Columbja, ... » 

Before we tari all agree to 
bring the constitution back to 
Canada, ‘there has to be 
general approval of a formula 
by which the law can be 
amended once it is here. 


Playing the Game For Years 


And that’s Square One in 
the great Canadian game of 
reforming the constitution. 

The federal and provincial 
politicians have been playing 
the game for years without 
reaching a conclusion. 

Back in 1964 they came 
close to a decision. Federal 
Justice Minister Guy Fav- 
reau, building on a foundation 
provided by his predecessor, 
Davie Fulton, developed a 
formula for repatriating and 
amending the BNA Act which 
seemed to meet objections 


All 10 provinces agreed to 
the scheme, dubbed the 
Fulton-Favreau formula, and 
the politicians and the papers 
were full of pronouncement 
about Canada at last cutting 
its colonial ties. 

It was too early to fix a 
fluid and developing. French-

The strike marks the first 
time that Canadian and U.S. 
workers have joined forces 
against one of the Big Three 
auto manufacturers. 

Negotiations to avert the 
showdown dragged on in 
Toronto until 10 p.m. Monday 
without making any headway 
“They were ‘an exercise in 
futility,” a union spokesman 
said. 

He said although Canadian 
and U.S. workers are bar- 
gaining separately in Toronto 
and Detroit, the key to a 
settlement lies with negotia- 
tors in Detroit.
